The gases absorbed by the bodies of 
he \ictims caused them to burst, and 
he fire coming afterward carbonized 
.hem. 
This was followed by a rain of stones 
which enveloped the town, but there 
was not, as has been said, any flow 
of incandescent lava. 


A gardener at the village of Morne 


Rouge, seven kilometers distant from 
St. Pierre, saw, at the moment of the 
lisastcr, seven luminous 
points on 


Mont Pelee. He says he had the im- 
pression 
of being violently 
drawn 


toward the volcano by a powerful cur- 
rent of air. 


Then the mountain opened, accord- 


ing to the description of the gardener, 
and flung tornadoes of fire 
over St. 


Pierre.

Of the many things of interest which 


engage one's attention oil a voyage to 
the far north there is none more fas- 
cinating than the study of icebergs. If 
any person who has never seen these 
remarkable and beautiful forms will 
look at a piece of ice as it Boats freely 
in a tumbler of water, he will form a 
most Imperfect idea of v.hat an iceberg 
really looks like. 


Perhaps the only feature which the 


floating ice mountain aud the fragment 
of ice appear, on consideration, to have 
in common, is that they both have an 
immense proportion of their bulk un- 
der water—the exact proportion being 
somewhat greater in fresh water than 
in salt water; there being in *alt water 
about seven-eighths of the entire mass 
under water, varying, of course, more 
or less in different latitudes, according 
to tho saltnoss of the sea aud the con- 
so ;••' rt 
difference of the buoyancy 


given to obj'.xt1* floating therein. 


And here it may be s;i!d that it is 


most difficult, when one is looking at 
an ioebeig, to steady the mind from 
wandering a great 'leal from the real- 
ization of so simple a fa ft n-> IliN ow- 
ing, one would suppose, to the difficulty 
of conceiving of the enormous quaiitny 
of ice which is hidden below the sen 
level of the berg—in th<> case of some 
of the larger bergs Implying many mil- 
lions of tons of ire. 


One striking difference benvfen the 


appearance of the iceberg find tli.ir 
of our lump of ice is tin- seemingly 
general opaqueness of the berg :ni'l the 
smooth and dazzling whiteness of its

"Two facts that may seem some- 


what peculiar to shore folks," said an 
ex-sailor of the navy, "are, first, that 
only about one-half of the mcn-o'- 
war's men in our service or in any oth- 
er service, in fact, know bow to swim, 
and, second, that sharks are the most 
cowardly of all living creatures. It is 
odd that so large a proportion of the 
naval sailors don't know how to swim, 
but it Is probably due to the fact that 
a great number of our meu-o'-war's 
men nowadays come from the interior 
of the country, where there is no wa- 
ter for them to loam how to swim. 


"In the old navy—and I put all of my 


service in the old navy, so called—the 
man who couldn't swim was, as soon 
as the fact was discovered by bis ship- 
mates, Incontinently chucked over the 
side when swimming call 
he just had to swlui. Of 
men wouldn't let a fellow who didn't 
know how to swim drown before their 
eyes, but they would see to it that he 
made a hard stab at the art of swim- 
ming before they picked him up. If he 
didn't succeed iu swimming the first 
time, overboard he would go the very 
next thr.e all hands took a plunge over 
the side at swimming call, and thus all 
of the men serving on the old line of 
packets became swimmers before they 
left the service. 
It is forbidden to 


throw a nonswimmer into the water 
now, but 1 think it would be a good 
thing If the practice were still contin- 
ued. 


"The officers of the ships today Insist 


upon the apprentice lads learning to 
swim, but they let the nouswimmcrs 
among the neuly recruited landsmen 
go along without learning. There have 
been numerous drowning Incidents in 
our navy within recent years, owing 
to the inability of men who were oth- 
erwise excellent sailors In the easy art 
of swimming. 


"As to the cowardliness of sharks, 


that fact is well known among men 
who have been much to sea in south- 
ern waters Infested by man eaters. 
The fiercest man eater that ev er bullied 
a poor little pilot into acting as a food 
scout for him w i l l tret out ol the sea 
way Iu a mighty lug hurry if n swim- 
mer, noticing tiie shark's approach, 
sets up a uoisv splashing. A shark is 
In deadly fear of any nort of living 
tiling that splashes in the water.

Tho only instruments known to thes« 


tribes wero the drum, the rattle and a 
kind of flageolet. 


The drum and rattle were used in ac- 


companying the voice, to accentuate 
the rhythm and to assist' in interpret- 
ing the emotive impulse of, the song. 
Shaking the rattle and beating the 
drum with clear, sharp strokes served 
not only to mark the time, b'jt to se- 
cuve the co-ordination und unity of 
movement of the numerous voices in 
the choral or to enforce precision of 
motion in the dance. 
Tbo tremolo of 


the drum or rattle was to express the 
awe and trepidation felt when approach- 
ing the supernatural or when invoking 
the aid of the occult jower. 


The flageolet was a rather rude in- 


strument, having a range limited to 
eight or ten notes in the treble clef. 
Owing to the lack of mechanical ac- 
curacy in its manufacture, this range 
varied with every instrument, as did 
also the quality and value of the tone 
relations. 
There seems to have been 


only one requirement of the maker— 
namely, that when the flageolet was 
blown with all the six holes stopped 
there should be strong vibrations in the 
tone produced. This instrument waa 
used exclusively for solos by the young 
men of tho tribe.—Journal of Ameri- 
can Folk Lore. 


INDIANS AS MAGICIAN'S. 


What It 9Iean« to Walk. 


The man who is content with a 


modest average of six miles' walking a 
day scarcely realizes that every 121 
years be walks a distance sufficient to j 
girdle the earth at the equator. 


Startling as this simple calculation 


is, he may be excused a feeling of in- 
credulity when ho learns that in walk- 
ing thia distance he has expended suffi- 
cient energy to raise our 38 first class 
battleships a foot high. 


It is calculated that in walking an 


average mile a man uses sufficient en- 
ergy to raise 17J2 tons to the height of 
a foot, or converfely a ton (of coals, 
say), to three times his own height. The 
mere thought of such a feat is sufficient 
to doter a man from taking the moat 
modest constitutional. 


Thus every year tho man who walks 


six miles a day does sufficient work to 
raise a ton weight to a height equal 
roughly to 1J^ times that of Mont 
Blanc, or to raise all tho gold current 
throughout the world a foot higher 
than his own head. A tramp of IS mile*) 
a day involves as much exertion as tho 
day's work of an ordinary laborer.

There is a very Interesting collection 


of old pianos in tho lloman museum 
lit Hildesheim, Germany. 
Dating nil 


the way from the end of the seven- 
teenth century, the collection exhibits 
in a. very instructive way the primi- 
tive origin of piano manufacture1, aud 
gives one an idea of tho simple instru- 
ments used by our greatest music com- 
posers. 


The oldest instrument on exhibition 


is a small clavichord of the seven- 
teenth century, possessing 34 tones 
•with 28 two choral bound strings. An- 
other of equal antiquarian value has 
four full octaves—a one chord Italian 
spinet, built at an angle and possess- 
ing a. rich ami beautiful tone for sing- 
ing accompaniment.

rifted with pointed crow quills.

Instruments date from the time 
Handel, Bach and Gluck. 


One Instrument was made In the 


first half of the eighteenth century 
r-nd ia a bound clavichord of 4l/4 oc- 
taves. 58 tones and 40 strings. There 
Is alfeo an Instrument from the second 
half of the last century which pos- 
sesses .'j'/i octaves.

Part of the lodge waa 
fenced off for the audience and the rest 
reserved for the performers.

tion to songs and dances they had ex- 
hibitions of legerdemain. 
I cannot 


think of all their tricks, for years have 
rolled by since then. 
Making little 


wooden images smoke pipes, putting a 
stuffed bird on the end of a stick aud 
making it chirp, were among the most 
amusing. The last trick was probably 
performed by the use of a reed in the 
month of one of the magicians. 


"The fire dance was one of their most 


interesting performances. They would 
build a tremendous fire, dance around 
it, and at a certain point the men 
would breakout and rush into the roar- 
ing flames, dance in them and throw 
the embers madly into the air.

then time for us to rush out ourselves, 
because we might be struck by sonic of 
the Hying brands.

Off the coast of southern California 


lie the Santa Barbara islands. They 
look very near the mainland on the 
map, as if it would only bo a pleasant 
afternoon's work to explore them in a 
rowboat, but iu fact they are far enough 
away from the homes and haunts of 
men to have been the scene of a history 
stranger, lonelier and more pitiful than 
the one Do Foe "made up" about Kob- 
insou Crusoe. 


These islands have • been long unin- 


habited, visited only by grazers who 
keep sheep on some and by trappers aft- 
er otter and seal. But Indians used to 
make their home on the larger islands, 
and it was when the last of the tribe 
were being removed to tbo mainland 
that an accident occurred which caused 
a woman to spend on San Nicholas 18 
years utterly alone. 


In 1836 Spanish missionaries were 


busy in southern California civilizing, 
teaching and converting the Indians— 
not such degraded beings as are now to 
be seen on the western coast, but n 
skillful people who learned well how to 
build and farm.

A schooner under tho command of P. 


Captain Williams had gone to 
San 


Nicholas—San Nicholas lios TO mile;- 
out at sea—to bring awny tho Indians, 
about '20 of them, who lived ther,\ A 
tempest fell upon tho island 
a:i the 


ochoouor drew near, and to land wat 
very difficult. 
All was wild hurry and 


confusion. Tho vessel was in danger, 
and tho Indians wero making a "Hit- 
ting" for life. So it was not remarkable 
that as they wero putting out to sea 
ouo young mother should find her child 
had been left behind. 
She thought it 


had been brought aboard by a sailer. 


When she discovered the truth, she 


was frantic. Sho prayed tho captain to 
turn back, but ho said tho storm was- 
too dangerous; they might all bo -ship- 
wrecked aud drowned. Thu poor girl 
grow desperate, and she did what :uany 
a mother would be driven to do iu like 
case—jumped overboard.

Tho details of the searches made can- 


not be given here, but Thomas Jefiries, 
a man who for $200 made the first oii'ort, 
did not find her. But he found-so mauj 
seals and otters that other schooner:.- 
made several trips there in tho next few 
years, carrying hunters and bringing 
home spoils. At last on one of thefe ex- 
peditious a Captain Nidiver found the 
print of naked human foot in the rand. 


"There," ho said, "has passed the 


lost woman." And he vowed ho would 
not leave till ho found her. He and his 
raen now raked the island as with a 
comb. 


Soon they came on an unfinished dress 


of birds' breasts, a beautiful thing oi 
wonderful workmanship. 
It was in n 


basket of rushes hanging iu a tree. Near 
a spring dried fish and blubber wore 
hidden in the rocks. At last Nidiver 
himself saw the woman, wearing a 
dress, low necked and sleeveless, like 
the one in the basket. When she saw 
him, she first started to run, then stop- 
ped and met him with friendliness. 


No one could talk to her, but, with 


tho most touching hospitality she set 
about getting a meal for him aud his 
men. Sho had various little neat pens 
and shelters in different places.

votedly aud would tell over and over 
by signs how sbo had looked and looked 
for hor baby and never found it. 


Tho lady camo to love her much, and 


when sho grow weak she sent for seal's 
tnuac to try to tempt her appetite with 
tho food she was used to. Tho sick wo- 
man pattod her hands for "Thank you," 
but she would not eat. Soon she-died.

«ent to the popo. Tho Nidiver family 
•till keep some of hor water tight bus- 
kots, several of her hono needles aro 
treasured hy jv lady in San Francisco, 
and tho grave*of thifl pathotio, wonder- 
ful heroine is still pointed out by tho 
priests in San t a Barbara.

Accordingly public 
announce- 


ment was duly made of the felicity in 
store for the lovers of good eating, and, 
in order that appetites might be fully 
whetted, for a few days before the ac- 
ceptable time a sizable, alderruanic look- 
ing green turtle was allowed to prom- 
enade at the end of a long string upon 
the sidewalk in front of Allen's estab- 
lishment. In due time the repast came 
off and proved a complete triumph of 
kitchen art. The now and delicious gift 
to appetite became the town talk and 
showered upon tho immortal Dummy 
vast reputation and much gold.

ories of recent bliss the potent an- 
nouncement was reiterated; once more 
a decent looking turtle, 'very liko the 
other, divulged his ami'le neck on An- 
drew Jackson's premises, to the great 
admiration of beholders; once more fas- 
tidious palates enjoyed select morsels 
Df paradise from Allen's marvelous 
boilers, and onco more did vast renown 
and much lucre fall to the share of the 
inspired costumer of tho inner man. 
The governor's first bnsiiness in the 
morning beforo proceeding to state af- 
fairs was to inquire whether Alien served 
up turtle soup that day. Tidings of tho 
miraculous food would agitate tho sen- 
ate, disturb the houso anddrivo tho lob- 
bies wild. 


"Turtle soup became all the rage, 


and week after week it was eagerly de- 
voured. At length some sharp and per- 
haps envicua observers thought they 
remarked a striking similarity in all of 
Dummy Alton's turtles.

strong confidence of aspect, quietly 
took tho trouble of putting his sign 
manual on the back of one announced 
for that day's slaughter.

The original pawnshop is difficult to 


locate. From earliest tirues and with 
all peoples the system of pledging effects 
as security fur advances in money has 
existed in some form. In this early 
period all those who accepted pledges 
as security for loans were not pawn- 
brokers in the sense that we today use 
the term. 


Of the antiquity of pawnbroking we 


are assured, but are without a clew as 
to what may have been its process of 
metamorphosis from the time of the 
Jewish law to that of the Roman. Its 
analogy to banking, the fact that the 
pawnbrokers later became bankers, 
would lead to the conclusion that pri- 
vate pawnbrokers existed long beforo 
the state took cognizance of the busi- 
ness. It. seems probable that tho con- 
stant taking of articles in pledge, which 
of necessity demanded their safe keeping 
to secure the repayment of the loan, 
suggested the like deposit of money and 
valuables. In thia case the progenitor 
of the present banking system was orig- 
inally a pawnshop instead of a bank, 
which later took up the pawn business. 
—Bulletin of Department of Labor.

souls." 


It is hard for ono to realize that, tbeso 


words came from tho lips of an avowed 
pirate, sailing under the black flag, in 
tho early part of tho eighteenth century. 


His advice was followed, aud bolh 


nations led thereafter u lil'o of clean 
speech and temperance, tho Dutch in 
dread of punishment and tho French to 
avoid offending "tho good captain," as 
they called 
their beloved iM iesou. •

HOW HIDES AKETTANNED. 
FEMININE DRESS IN SAMOAJ 


froecu* ot Leather Making:-Wo 
Frc»l» Skin to the Fin Inked Article. 
The leather man was busy hoisting 


bundles of leather up from tho cellar 
by means of a pulley rope, weighing it 
and loading It on the cart which stood 
at the door ready to carry the load to 
the shoe manufacturers. 
He looked 


up, however, at a question and paused 
to' wipe the perspiration from his brow. 


"Tell you about leather? Well, that's 


a loug story. 
You see, there are 50 


different kinds of leather if there !s 
one, 
and the processes through which 


the hides go between the time they 
leave the stockyards and the time 
when the shoe man gets them are 
many and varied. 
There are steer 


hides, calf skins, goat skins and oth- 
ers, which are prepared each In one 
certain way. 


"The green skins come from the 


great stockyards In Chicago and Kan- 
sas City 10 the tannery, which is gen- 
erally built on the bank of a pure 
stream and near woodland. At the 
tannery the hides are at once placed iu 
great vats Oiled with fresh, cold watoi 
and left there to souk for two or throe 
days. The water tends to soften them. 
Then the skins are put In a, long trough 
and run through a sort of slide, while 
heavy hammers pound thorn to a great- 
er softness and pliability. Water Is 
played on them in a steady stream. 


"When the work in tho trough is fin- 


ished, the hides are placed back in the 
vats, and they soak there a little more 
—for a day or so. The next, move fs to 
keep them four or live days in the 
sweat pits. The sweat pits are dug out 
in the sides of the hills and the skin:; 
are hung up In rooms inside.

ol any other city of its size in the 
country. All this speaks of the public 
spirit ot its citi/.er.s, but it is far from 
all. 
Tiie one thing -which makes Ver- 


ru'.i unique among the cities of the 
United States, if not 
of the 
whole 


world, ih that there has never been a 
dollar ot money raised by a city tax 
since it was incorporated. The tax- 
gatherer may make

for 


county and state purposes, but the
